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2 OREGON CONFERENCE 


Rules of Order. 


1. The Conference session shall open each day at 8:00 
a. m. and close at 11:45 a.m. The first hour of the morn- 
ing session shall be devoted to devotional exercises. 


2. The President shall take the chair at precisely the 
hour to which the Conference stood adjourned, and after 
devotions shall have the minutes of the previous session 
read and approved. 


3. The President shali decide all questions of order, 
subject to appeal to the Conference; but in case of an appeal 
the question shall be taken without debate. 


4. ‘The President shall appoint all committees not other- 
wise ordered by the Conference. 


5. All motions and resolutions shall be reduced to writ- 
ing if the President, Secretary or any member requests it. 


6. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 


7. When a motion is made and stated by the Chair, a 
resolution offered or a report read, it shall be deemed in pos- 
session of the Conference. 


8. No new motion or resolution shall be made until the 
one under consideration is disposed of, which may be done 
by adoptlon or rejection, unless one of the following should 
intervene, which motion shall have precedence in the follow- 
ing order, viz.: 


(1) The previous question. 

(2) Indefinite postponement. 

(3) To lay on the table. 

(4) To refer to a committee. 

(5) To postpone to a given time. 
(6) ‘To amend. 

(7) To substitute. 

(8) To re-commit. 


9. Every speaker on any subject shall rise and address 
the President, and shall not be interrupted while speaking, 


unless he depart from the rules and decorum of the Con- 
ference. 


10. No member shall be permitted to speak more than 
ten minutes at any one time, nor more than once on the 
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same question, until all have spoken who desire, unless leave 
be granted by the Conference, which shall be decided by 
vote without debate. 

11. Any member shall have the right to state a question 
of privilege, raise a point of order and make an explana- 
tion when he considers his arguments have been misrepre- 
sented by another. 

12. When speaking, each member shall have due regard 
for the feelings of his brethren by avoiding irritating lan- 
guage and personal reflections. 

13. When any measure shall have been adopted, it shall 
be in order for any member who voted with the majority to 
move a reconsideration. 


14. A motion to adjourn shall always bein order and 
shall be decided without debate, unless it shall be for 
adjournment to a fixed time. 


15. No member shall absent himself from the Conference 
without leave, unless he be sick or otherwise unable to 
attend. 

16. The bar of the Conference shall be fixed by vote, 
and no member outside the bar will be permitted to vote on 
any question, and all members inside the bar shall vote upon 
all questions, unless they are excused by the Conference. 


17. All changes involving Conference relations, as well 
as all candidates for admission on trial, re-admission, admis- 
sion upon credentials from other churches and for admission 
into full membership, shall be referred to a committee on 
Conference Relations; and no such change of relations shall 
be granted, nor any such candidate admitted, until said com- 
mittee shall have made its report. 


18. Incase an Executive session be ordered, only mem- 
bers in full connection shall be permitted to sit therein, 
except by a two-thirds vote of the members present and 
voting. 

19. The General Educational Collection shall be applied 
to the Endowment Fund of Willamette University, unless 
otherwise ordered by a vote of the Conference. 


20. ‘The Secretary of the Conference shall keep a journal 
of the proceedings, and, when approved, the printed min- 
utes shall be the official record of the Conference. He shall 
take charge of the journals and all Conference papers, keep 
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them safe and have them forwarded to the place of Confer- 
ence sessions. 


21. It shall be the duty of the Conference Treasurer to 
place in the hands of the Conference Claimants present, 
and to send to those absent, drafts for the amount due them 
from the funds of the Conference provided for that purpose, 
as shown by the report of the Conference Board of Stewards. 


22. No person shall be advanced in his studies in the 
Conference course of study who is conditioned upon more 
than one study. 


23. The President shall provide for closing up the busi- 
ness of the final session of the Annual Conference that due 
and sufficient time shall be given for proper devotional 
services just preceding the reading of the appointments, 
that no unseemly haste or disorder at such time be manifest. 


24. The rules for the governing of this session of the 
Annual Conference shall be printed in the Official Journal. 
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Course of Study and Reading for Traveling 


Preachers. 


The following plan of study and reading has been arranged 
for undergraduates and candidates for admission: 


1. ‘‘Instruction by Correspondence” is expected of 
each Examiner for every student under his particular 
charge. 


2. In the ‘‘books to be read’’ each student shall file 
with the Registrar a certificate that he has carefully read all 
the books, and shall file with the Examiner a written review 
of each book in not less than 500 nor more than 800 words, 
to be graded on a scale of 100. 


3. Mid-year examinations will be held in éach Presiding 
Elder’s district. 


4. Sermons, essays and written reviews of books to be 
read should be in the hands of Examiners at least thirty 
days before Conference. It would be better to have them 
ready by mid-year examinations. Great care should be 
taken in the preparation of these papers, giving attention to 
neatness and penmanship. 


5. No reports of grades will be made to students, except 
in cases falling below the minimum required to pass—7o %. 
In all such cases the Examiner shall report to the student 
that he failed to pass, and refer him to the President of the 
Board to arrange for a re-examination. 

6. All grades should be reported to the. Registrar as 
soon as practicable after the examination. 

7. A fee of $1.00 per year is required of each student to 
defray the necessary expenses of examinations. 

8. The officers of the Board of Examiners are: W. H. 
Heppe, President; J. T. Abbett, Registrar ; Wikis Grim, 
Treasurer. For any further information address the Chair- 
man or Registrar.

Harvey R. Hill wasa native of Oregon, educated in part at 
Portland University and at Garrett Biblical Institute. He 
entered Oregon Annual Conference on trial at Salem, October, 
1903, having spent one year as a supply at Knappa. At 
the time of his death which occurred September 16, 1904, 
he had passed one year and three months in the active work 
of the Christian ministry. 


He was as much a missionary on the banks of the 
Columbia as any devoted worker on the banks of the 
Ganges. He fell at his post of duty for Christ and his 
church as much as any soldier on the firing line in defense 
of his country. 


He won respect by his lofty aim and spotless character. 
He followed Wesley’s advice in being always employed. 
Amid difficulties he was tactful and patient. He looked after 
every interest, and was alike pastor to the aged and to the 
young. Asa result of his faithful ministry he has left the 
church for its inheritance a subscription for a church edifice 
at Westport, and a neat two-story parsonage at Knappa 
nearly completed and free from debt. ‘These achievements 
will remain long years as monuments to mark the place of 
his first brief ministry. 

His funeral services were attended by his mother’s pastor, 
W. B. Hollingshead, Henry Moys, Bishop Thoburn and the 
writer.

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REV. G. W. ROORK. 


G. W. Roork was born February 15, 1830, in Meigs 
county, Tennessee, and died at Lostine, Oregon, June 5, 
1904, aged 74 years, three months and seventeen days. He 
emigrated to Oregon in 1854, crossing the plains with ox 
teams. He was converted and united with the M. E. church 
when a boy of 14, and has been a loyal member of the 
church of his choice for three score years. 


He was admitted to the Annual Conference at Oregon 
City (Bishop Baker, presiding) in 1855. He was pastor 
of some of the leading circuits of the Conference, 
aud did much pioneer work, building churches and 
parsonages and organizing new classes. He was an 
earnest, faithful Methodist preacher. He took a super- 
numerary relation in 1873, and in 1881 located. His 
wife’s health was so infirm that he thought he had better 
locate. But he, like all truly-called ministers, could not 
rest satisfied out of the regular work; so in 1887 he 
was readmitted to the Conference. But his health soon 
failed, and he was superannuated in 1892. ‘Thisrelation he 
sustained until he was transferred to the home above. 


In 1864 he was married to Carrie E. Lee, who wasa 
devout Christian woman, but was a great sufferer for many 
years, and in 1896 she was released from her mortal body 
and went triumphantly home. In 1899 be was married to 
Miss Rebecca A.Wood, who, with one brother, still live to 
mourn the loss of a devoted husband and brother. 


His last illness was brief; taking a cold, which was 
followed by la grippe, he soon succumbed. He knew he 
was going, and asked his pastor to write to me to preach his 
funeral in the First M. E. church in Salem, and to bury 
him beside the companion of his labors in Lee’s cemetery. 
He passed away without a murmur. Assisted by the 
pastor, Dr. Heppe, I conducted his funeral as he had 


requested, and on Sunday afternoon, we laidhis body

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REPORTS. 


Aggressive Evangelism. 


The primal glory of Methodism is that it was born ina 
revival. Other elements of power have been added from 
time to time, i. e., colleges, hospitals, and world-wide 
missions, but, it is still true that our church has grown 
great through revivals. But with increasing wealth, means 
of culture and refinement, we are in peril of becoming 
conservative, formal and losing our distinctive characteristics. 
An increasing concern for a wide-spread awakening is felt 
by earnest men everywhere, and is manifested in the 
call of our Episcopal leaders, and the action of the late 
General Conference in its appointment of a committee on 
Aggressive Evangelism with a Bishop at its head, for 
purposes of stimulating, arousing and co-operating with the 
churches in a forward movement in evangelizing the people. 

It is our firm conviction ‘“‘that a non-evangelistic church 
will soon cease to be an evangelical church.’’ In no other 
stateor conference is there a more crying demand for a strong 
forward movement in soul saving, as shown by our slow 
growth, in spite of large immigration and the rapid growth 
of many communities. The removal of distressing 
burdens of debt, that for many years have retarded our 
work, the improvement of our property and multiplication 
of churches make room for greater freedom in pressing a 
campaign in every charge in the saving of the lost, the 
reclamation of backsliders and the awakening of the forces 
of the church for a mighty effort. The supernatural forces 
are awaiting a prepared church. ‘‘Speak to the hosts 
militant, that they go forward.”’ 

We, asa Conference, pledge ourselves to wait upon God 
for the endowment of power from on high, and with a 
conquering faith, to plan and work for a revival in every 
charge. To this end we recommend the following: 


1. The appointment of a commission consisting of the 
presiding elders, one minister and one layman from each 
district, to be appointed by the presiding elders, to co-operate 
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with the General Conference Commission on Aggressive 
Evangelism and to assist in prosecuting aggressive evangel- 
ism within the bounds of this Conference. 

2. We recommend to the Portland Preachers meeting 
the appointment of a large committee to aid in an evangel- 
istic movement among the churches or in our own denomi- 
nation during the Lewis and Clark Fair. 


3. Weurge the above commission to formulate a plan to 
present at the next annual conference for the support of two 
- conference evangelists and to seek the strongest available 
evangelists to lead in this work. 


4. We urge the presiding elders, with the assistance of 
the district members of the commission, to arrange for 
mutual co-operation and help of pastors or in revival 
campaigns. 

5. We urge the employment of tent meetings in the 
summer, revivals in every available place, for the evangeliz- 
ing of new communities and the strengthening of the weak 
places. 

6. We believe the Sunday Schools and Epworth Leagues 
to be the best fields of effort and to contain the best helpers 
to the pastors in aggressive evangelism. 

7. We rejoice that the Committee of Arrangements for 
this Annual Conference are deserving of commendation in 
the securing of Dr. Joseph H. Smith and the provision for 
daily street meetings. We invite the committee of the next 
Annual Conference to consider the advisability of further 
enlarging the effort of making the Conference a means of 
soul saving in making at least three evening services 
distinctively evangelistic in character.

Benevo- 
lent Societies of the church, and put forth their best efforts 
to raise the amounts apportioned, and also to help our people 
to plan to give to these causes in a more systematic way.

The American Bible Society is recognized as of great 
usefulness in the extension of God’s kingdom by its method 
of circulation of the Holy Scriptures, both at home and 
in the foreign field; therefore, be it resolved: 

That we will use our utmost endeavor to raise the full 
amount apportioned to our charges.

3.) “TeacriSocinrns: 


We have considered with much interest the last annual 
report of the Tract Society and other information concerning 
it that have come into our hands, and we are convinced that 
this Society represents an agency of actual influence but 
imperfectly understood by the Church, and of possible power 
as yet but slightly drawn upon. As to its actual work 
testimony comes from almost every part of the world 
concerning its great helpfulness in disseminating the truths 
of Christianity and in the cultivation of the Virtues of 
Christian character. Its printed pages, scattered widely, carry 
into remotest places, and to people who would not be reached 
by the preacher or teacher, the good seed of the kingdom. 
The resources of the Society are inadequate to meet but a 
fraction of the demands for help that come both from the 
home and foreign fields. We therefore recommend: 
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1. That every pastor send for a copy of the Report 
of the Tract Society, and for the catalogue of its publications, 
which may be had without cost, and inform himself with 
regard to the work that is being done by the Society, and 
so be able to explain it to the people. 

2. That in all our churches the collection for the Tract 
Society be taken and an earnest effort be made to largely 
increase the contributions to this cause; and, 

3. That pastors take thought concerning the uses to 
which they can put tracts in the work of their pastorates, 
and that all churches taking collections for the Tract Society 
ask for carefully chosen tracts for their use to the value of 
one-half of the annual collections taken, and beyond that 
purchase as they are able to use most helpfully in their 
various communities.

1. We have just reason for pride in all the periodical 
publications of the Methodist Episcopal church, but each of 
our great church papers being more or less restricted to 
certain patronizing territory and conferences, do not make 
their appeal to our support as does our own Pacific Christian 
Advocate. 

2. Theexception to this rule being the Apworth Herald, 
which stands without a rival in all the field of young people’s 
Methodist literature; therefore, 

Resolved, That we will co-cperate with the chapters of the 
Epworth League in our respective churches in a thorough 
canvass for an increased circulation of this peerless young 
people’s paper. 

3. Our own Pacific Christian Advocate, under its new 
editorial and business management, gives promise of early 
ranking among the best of our family of Advocates. It may 
be a little early to form a correct estimate of the future of 
our Advocate under its new management, but we most 
heartily endorse the strong editorials of Editor Rader, 
especially his deliverances against the liquor traffic and its 
attendant evils, and his espousal of the rights of men as the 
sons of God as against oppressive corporations. If the 
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Pacitic Christian Advocate is to take the rank it deserves under 
this new leadership it will require the persistent and ener- 
getic support and push of every Methodist preacher within 
its patronizing territory. 


We therefore recommend that Sunday, October 23, be 
agreed upon as Advocate Day by the Oregon Conference, 
and that during one or more of the services of that day, the 
claims of the Advocate be represented from the pulpit of 
every charge in the Conference, the management of the 
paper having agreed to furnish sample papers and subscrip- 
tion envelopes for that occasion. 


4. Book CONCERN. 


Inasmuch as our Book Concern publishes all Sunday 
School literature as cheap or cheaper than any other house, 
and of a higher standard, thoroughly Methodistic, and 
in view of the fact that a portion of the profits go into our 
Conference Claimants Funds, we heartily reconimended 
that all our pastors insist that all Sunday School literature 
be purchased from our own publishing house. 


We are pleased with the visit of Dr. Jennings to our 
Conference, affable, courteous and brotherly in spirit.

Education. 


t. FREEDMAN’S AID AND SOUTHERN EDUCATION. 


The ignorance and degradation of the poor whites and 
tiegroes of the South make a fruitful field for vice and crime. 
To save and educate these classes is a national duty, and a 
means of averting a vast nationai peril. The only hope of 
the colored race is in the unwearied effort of Christian 
benevolence. The results already accomplished, the pres- 
ent fine condition of our schools, the wise management of its 
affairs, prompt to increased support of the society. We 
will present the claims of this work and undertake to raise 
$900 apportioned to this Conference. 

The desire of the society, that this cause be presented on 
the Sunday nearest Lincoln’s birthday, thus connecting a 
great cause with thoughts of the country’s savior, is deserv- 
ing of favorable consideration. 


2. BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


We most heartily commend the excellent work for higher 
Christian education which is being accomplished for the 
Church through the Board of Education. We especially 
approve of the emphasis laid upon educational excellence 
and genuine spirituality as the true ideal for our schools. 
We note with satisfaction the report of special gifts to the 
Board of Education, and unreservedly commend it to the 
benevolence of our people, particularly those who are able 
to make large gifts. 

We urge that Children’s Day be observed and a collection 
taken in every charge according to the Discipline. 

During the past year the Board aided students who gave 
their home residence or church relationship as within the 
bounds of our Conference to the number of eight and to the 
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amount of $515. The contributions of our Conference 
received by the Board for the year were $293.50. Our 
Minutes show a large number of charges not contributing to 
this fund. 


We commend the officers of the Board for their energy in 
collecting loans, and we urge all beneficiaries within our 
own Conference to make as prompt payment as possible. 
We commend The Christian Student to all our people. 


We call upon our people to give liberally of their wealth 
that our institutions shall everywhere be equal to the best. 
We call upon our institutions everywhere to fulfill their high 
and important ministry in behalf of the Church. We call 
upon our preachers to redouble their. activity in a united 
effort to send the young people of our Church to our own 
institutions of learning. Wecall upon parents to consecrate 
their children to Christ and his service, and to give them 
the best education as a preparation for that service. And we 
callupon our young men and women to give themselves fully 
to Christ for salvation and service, andto seekina Christian 
college the highest training for the greatest usefulness. 
Our Church needs a thousand new men each year for the 
ministry alone. The Head of the Church is calling for the 
best. There is no finer opportunity in all the world fora 
career of usefulness than the ministry of our Church affords. 


3. OuR THEOLOGICAL SCHOOLS. 


We expect of our Seminaries of Theology that they be 
evangelical in tone, conservative in doctrine, and that they 
fit their students to be evangelistic, broadminded, loyal 
Methodist preachers. We urge our young men, when 
possible, to avail themselves of the opportunity afforded by 
these schools for a furnishing and finishing for their life 
calling. 


4. ITINERANT CLUB. 


We earnestly call the attention of our ministers and people 
to the Itinerant Club connected with this Conference whose 
annual session is held in connection with the Chautauqua 
Assembly at Gladstone Park in the month of July. The 
plans for the coming year contemplate an enlarged scope of 
usefulness. Rev. L. E. Rockwell, D. D., is president; Rev. 
F. L. Moore is vice-president, and A. C. Brackenbury is 
secretary and treasurer. In fixing dates for other meetings 
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it is hoped that other than the dates for the Club may be 
chosen 


5. SANTIAM ACADEMY. 


We reconimend as Trustees C. D. Stein, G. H. Bland, 
James Elkins, F. T. Powell and Geo. H. Randle for a term 
of three years. 


We recommend a special committee to act on behalf of 
this Conference of Rev. A. Thompson, A. M. Smith, of 
Portland, and R. A. Booth, of Eugene, for consultation with 
the Trustees as to the advisability of closing up the institu- 
tion, and if the property is sold to add the proceeds to the 
Endowment Funds of Willamette University. 


6. WILLAMETTE UNIVERSITY. 


The past year’s work has been more than usually success- 
ful. The Board of Visitors on behalf of this Conference, 
visited the Institution in June, and make their report of the 
work and needs of the Institution. Harmony and enthusi- 
asm have characterized the work of faculty and student body. 
New departments have been added and old ones strengthened. 
Three strong names have been added to the faculty. 


We wish to assure President J. H. Coleman of our entire 
confidence and loyal support in building a great University 
in our midst. We congratulate the Conference on the 
election of Mr. A. M. Smith as president of the Board of 
Trustees. His energy, business experience, knowledge of 
men and high Christian character give assurance of sound 


business methods in conducting the financial affairs of the 
University. 


We find cause for gratitude in what is perhaps the 
brightest prospect for the future of the school—the partici- 
pation of leading laymen of the Conference in the bestowal 


of valuable time and means to the interests of ‘‘Old 
Willamette.”’ 


_ We regret that circumstances have prevented some charges 
in meeting the full apportionment of last year, and that less 
than half has been raised of imperatively needed funds for 
the maintenance of the school. We trust that these charges 
will bring up at the earliest moment their apportion- 
ments. It is the concensus of opinion of your committee 
that the pastors should not depend on Dr. Coleman to raise 
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current expenses apportioned, that the president’s time may 
be fully given to the work of the University and raising the 
$100,000 endowment sought. 


We recommend that the presiding elders apportion $4,000 
to the charges for the Public Education Collection and that 
this collection be raised and forwarded to the president — 
before January 1, 1905. We recommend the plan suggested 
by Mrs. B. Lee Paget, of Portland, for raising a fundin the 
Sunday Schools known as the Sunday School Endowment 
Fund, and that the Epworth Leagues of the Conference be 
encouraged to a like movement in a fund known as the 
Oregon Conference Epworth League Endowment Fund. We 
authorize Mr. A. M. Smith to appoint committees to arrange 
the details and push the proposed plans.

We direct the Board of Visitors to publish a report of 
their examination of the work and needs of the University 
in the Pacific Christian Advocate and to present their 
recommendations to the Conference at its first session. 


We request the Trustees to present to the Conference in 
writing, at the first session, a full exhibit of the condition of 
the University and such recommendations as the Conference 
needs for information and action.

I. KLAMATH INDIAN MISSION. 


The work on this reservation has been hindered in years 
late past by adverse conditions which need not be named. 
Now it is improving somewhat, though the adverse condi- 
tions persist. The statistics of this Mission are interesting:

The limits of this Mission are forty miles apart. In the 
winter deep snows, in the spring unfordable streams prevent 
regularservices atremote points. The work is too great for one 
man to properly attend to. Therefore, the Committee would 
suggest that those in authority use all diligence to secure 
an increased appropriation, so that two missionaries may be 
employed and adequately supported. Further, your com- 
mittee suggests that the presiding elders of the districts 
wherein these Missions may be, shall ask the missionaries 
in charge to furnish the Conference annually with written 
reports of their missions, entering into such details as shall 
inform the Conference and enlist its sympathy on behalf of 
our own domestic native missions. 


2. SILETZ INDIAN MISSION. 


There are from three to four hundred Indians on ‘this 
Reservation, most of whom are members of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. There is a large Sunday School and a 
prosperous Epworth League, a parsonage and a new church 
costing $1,250. This mission has recently been rescued from 
the clutches of Roman Catholicism. As with Klamath, so 
with Siletz the appropriation is too small and should be 
increased. ‘The committe suggests that the attention of the 
Laymen’s Association might be called to these missions as 
objects worthy of their attention.

We, your Committee on Retorms, beg leave to stibmit the 
following report: We are pleased to learn of the wide 
spread interest manifested in a return to the preaching and 
teaching of the old doctrines that have wrought such 
influence in the church in by-gone days. In a renewal of 
interest in the class and prayer meetings, and the general 
spirit that exists for a forward movement along all lines: 


SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 


We appeal to the brethren to sustain the word of God 
relative to the observance of the Sabbath as a day of restand 
worship. That we preach and use our influence in Sunday 
School, Epworth League and all the auxiliaries of the church 
for a strict observance of the day—to retard the wide-spread 
dissipation that is prevalent on every side. 


‘TEMPERANCE. 


We rejoice inthe victories gained in Oregon, but urge 
that the work thus attained be but the beginning of the end 
in the struggle of church and home and school against the 
liquor traffic in all of its forms. That we commend the 
actions of sheriff and district attorney of our chief metropolis, 
Portland, and other parts of the state,in their endeavor to 
close gambling dens and kindred evils. That we pledge 
our loyalty and allegiance to all officials who perform their 
duty relative to the enforcement of all laws and their stand 
for a higher and better citizenship. 

We believe that the true test of worth is service. In this 
twentieth century the world has ceased asking ‘‘What has

Sunday Schools. 


1. We are deeply impressed with the magnitude and the 
importance of the interests represented by the Sunday 
School Union. As its reports show, it is both a Home and 
Foreign Missionary Society, making grants to strengthen 
the work of our missionaries in foreign lands, and for the 
development of churches in new communities in the South 
and in the West. It is also a forerunner of the Church 
Extension Society, sowing the seeds and forming the first 


nucleus of organization which creates ademand for church 
buildings. 


OREGON CONFERENCE. i, 


2. Butits great work is in its relations to the whole of 
the great body of the Sunday Schools of our church, now 
more than 31,000 in number, with a total membership of 
nearly three millions. Here, we are sure, lies the great 
opportunity of the church; and this Society, through which 
the Sunday School work is fostered, should be supported 
with the utmost cheerfulness and liberality. It is doubtful 
if-any investment which the church can make will pay larger 
moral returns than that which is put into the Sunday School 
Union. 

3. We would urge that the Sunday School literature 
published by our Book Concern be used in all of our Sunday 
Schools. We regard it as little less than church disloyalty 
that any of our schools should permit our own Sunday School 
supplies to be displaced by those of any other publisher. 
There are no better publications than ours, and they are 
furnished, we believe, as cheaply as first class literature can 
be supplied. We urge that pastors use their utmost influ- 
ence when necessary to keep our literature in the schools, 
and that the presiding elders call particular attention to the 
enactment of the last General Conference, requiring the 
question to be asked at the Quarterly Conferences ‘‘Are the 
Sunday Schools supplied with the publications authorized 
by our Church?’’ 

4. We heartily approve of the provision that separate 
collections be taken in the Sunday School and in the congre- 
gation for the Sunday School Union, and that separate 
columns be provided in the statistical tables for the report of 
these collections. And we call the attention of our pastors 
to the fact that by action of the last General Conference they 
are charged with the responsibility of seeing that both of 
these collections are taken. We learn with concern that 
unless the income of the Sunday School Union is largely 
increased, it will be compelled to abandon much of the im- 
portant work now being done by its field agents, and re- 
trench in the grants which it has been making in home and 
foreign fields. We also learn with concern that our confer- 
ence has had a decrease since last year of $25, and since 
there was a decrease of $42 for this cause the preceding 
year, instead of contraction and retrenchment being per- 
mitted, the income of the Union should be so increased as 
to make possible a large extension of its helpful work. 


5. In general, we unite with the Corresponding Secre- 
tary of the Sunday School Union in his desire and effort to 
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bring about a great spiritual quickening in all our Sunday 
schools that shall result, as we hope, not only in a large 
increase in the number of scholars, but in preserving this 
great host of young people in the church and leading them 
into a vital Christian experience. As pastors we pledge 
ourselves to earnest, ‘personal co- operation in the work of 
our Sunday schools;~and ‘to raise the full amount of the 
apportionment to our charges.

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Visitors to Willamette University. 


We report that we made as careful inspection of the 
grounds and buildings, and the general working of the 
school as the time at our disposal would permit, and we are 
‘ glad.to report that we were highly pleased with the general 
appearance of the school. We recognize the efficient ser- 
vices of President Coleman and Board of Trustees in their 
efforts to provide for the indebtedness of the school, and 
heartily congratulate them upon the success attained in this 
matter. We were specially gratified at the statement in Dr. 
Coleman’s annual report as to the health conditions of the 
school. It is certainly remarkable that there has not been 
a single death in the faculty or among the students during 
the school year. The president stated that there had not 
been one serious case of sickness among the students during 
the year. 


By certain reports and rumors, a wrong impression has 
obtained as to the health conditions in Salem; this has re- 
sulted in keeping some young people at home who other- 
wise would have attended the university. This, of course 
has resulted in cutting down the attendance during the year 
just closed. But the splendid showing as to the health of 
the students will, we believe, entirely correct these wrong 
impressions, and result in a much larger attendance next 
year. 


The courses of study, so far as we were able to ascertain, 
are such as enable our university to rank well in the Uni- 
versity Senate, and are quite up to the standard of other 
colleges in the state. Dr. Coleman is surely the right man 
in the right place. Enthusiasm, sound judgment, and ripe 
scholarship, combined with deep spirituality and true man- 
liness, make him such a personalty as should be at the head 
of a Christian school of higher learning. 


We are especially glad to notice the combination of com- 
prehension and exact scholarship with true piety and ag- 
gressive spirituality on the part of the faculty. While we 
are pleased to note that they are true to the history made 
by our pioneer fathers, and are intensely loyal to Method- 
ism, we also admire the catholicity which insists more on 


the formation of Christly character than in the formulation 
of dogmatic belief. 
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The different colleges have worthy deans who seem deter- 
mined to do the best possible by the students under their 
care. While special care is taken to train the mind, devel- 
op the morals, and foster the religious instincts of the stu- 
dents, yet the physical is by no means disregarded. Ath- 
letic grounds have been prepared for the physical training 
of the students at an outlay of nearly a thousand dollars. 
This money was very cheerfully provided by the trustees. 
Good work is also done in the gymnasium for both lady 
and gentleman students. 


Special mention ought to be made of the Ladies’ Hall, 
which is a beautiful home for the lady students. The 
building has lately been thoroughly renovated, improved 
and newly furnished by the munificence of some of the good 
friends of Willamette. The building is four stories high, 
and is spacious enough for about ten nice rooms to the floor. 
The first story is used by the musical department for practice 
rooms. The second floor is the home proper, with parlors, 
spacious living rooms, dining room, kitchen, bed rooms and 
bath rooms. The third floor is devoted to the rooms for the 
girls, each fitted up with neat furniture. The dean of the 
Hall, Miss Katharine Upmire, is very capable in the man- 
agement of this girls’ home. Everything is kept scrupu- 
lously clean, and excellent board is furnished the students 
at a very low figure indeed. 


With a spacious campus, ‘‘beautiful for situation,’’ in the 
very heart of the Capital City; buildings in fairly good re- 
pair; with a nice nucleus of an endowment fund, which, 
under the wise management of the trustees, we believe will 
soon become much more productive. With sucha man as 
Dr. Coleman as president, with a good faculty, and a board 
of trustees made up of some of the best business men of the 
state, with a love for, and loyalty to old Willamette on the 
part of the Methodists and friends in the patronizing terri- 
tory, we confidently expect our school to have a great ca- 
reer of usefulness in the future, in training men and women 
for lives of usefulness in the homes, the schools, the church 
and the state. We devoutly pray that the blessing of God 
may rest upon Willamette University, so that the fondest 
dreams of her host of friends may be fully realized. 


One thing more: We suggest to the Board of Trustees 
and the Faculty, the consideration of maintaining a summer 
school, and express the belief that a plan which their 
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wisdom might devise would be likely to receive the hearty 
support of the friends of education throughout the a es 
izing territory of the University. 

We also believe that frequent visits of the ‘President sina 
members of the Faculty, to the Churches, Epworth League 
conventions, and District Ministerial Associations, would be 
a source of great inspiration to’ the people and a great 
help to the school.
